An aide to Macdonald said 
the finance minister has 
asked that Gauthier be re¬ 
called from a Europe bu¬ 
siness-pleasure trip so he can 


give his side of the story. 
Until then Macdonald would 
have no comment on the alle¬ 
gations. 

Sinclair Stevens (PC—York 
Simcoe) added that the 
Gauthier matter is a clear ex¬ 
ample of possible conflict of 
interest. , 

MacKay unBuecessfully\/lt- 
tempted to move a motion of 
urgent and pressing necessity 
in the Commons which would. 


have called for the investiga¬ 
tion. 

The motion said Gauthier 
“has been actively promoting 
his private business interests 
in a large-scale manner.” 

The activities included lob¬ 
bying Gen. J. A. Dextraze, 
chief of defence staff, and 
“extolling the apparently du¬ 
bious, according to our mili¬ 
tary tests, virtues of a Swed¬ 
ish rifle sight called Aimpoint 


for which he and his as¬ 
sociates have been actively 
seeking exclusive marketing 
rights." 

The investigation would 
have included the activities of 
GiAithier, including those in¬ 
volving Dextr&zfe, “as well as 
his relationship' with finan¬ 
ciers 6uch as Jens Moe of 
Montreal.” 

Dextraze told a reporter 
that Gauthier has been a 


friend since thp Second World 
War. He said he had the 
forces look at a couple of 
products suggested by Gauth¬ 
ier and it was found they 
were not adequate for the mil¬ 
itary. 

Dextraze said purchasing 
for the forces was done by the 
supply and services depart¬ 
ment, not by him. 

He said it was not true, as 
stated in one of the letters dis¬ 


tributed by MacKay. that the 
forces held up selection of a 
gunsight at thi^ request of 
Gauthier. 

Gauthier is due to retire at 
the end of this m^Qth from 
the tribunal, which seeks to 
determine whether products 
are being dumped on the Ca¬ 
nadian market at prices lower 
than the fair market prices of 
the country of origin. 

MacKay said in the Com¬ 
mons that Gauthier has been 
involved in expensive market¬

Police scientist* were study¬ 
ing the ticks Tuesday after 
the letter wa* handed over to 


authorities by Maurice Bil¬ 
lion, district administrator for 
the* Combined Insurance Co. ( 
off America. 

“We thought it was one of 
those bomb letters," saifl Bil¬ 
lion. “And so we called in the 
FBI and the Denver bomb 
squad.

found one of the ticks. 




The letter said many of the 
ticks “are quite small, barely 
visible to the eye. You may 
assumo yoihdid not see all of 
them making their exit from 
this envelope.” 

It stated that the ticks were 
infected with diseases ranging 
from “simple staph type in¬ 
f e cti on s u p to , a r il! Irm l iH fln g - 
rabies.” 

The insurance company’s 
office in Worthington, Ohio, is 
one of more than a dozen' 
firms, which have received let¬ 


ter bombs in tho last 48 hours. 

FBI director Clarence Kel¬ 
ley said Tuesday in Washing¬ 
ton that they were on a list of 
about 200 corporations which 
have received extortion de¬ 
mands for “millions of dol¬ 
lars” sincolast fall. 

Kelley said the FBI has

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) 
— The Viking I robot space¬ 
craft should land on Mars 
July 4 as scheduled despite a 
helium leak that forced some 
timetable changes for the 
next few days, project manag¬ 
er James .wlaxtiFi said Tues¬ 
day. 

The big protoe, packed with 
life detection sensors and 
other instruments, switched 
onto its final course toward 
the red planet without dif¬ 
ficulty with a brief firing of 
its main engine. It is to swing 
into orbit around Mars Satur¬ 
day. 

The manoeuvre Tuesday 
was not originally planned, 
tout was ordered to lower 
pressure that was building up 
in the spacecraft’s propellant 
tanks as a result of a leaking 
helium valve. 

Martin said the spacecraft 
would rendezvous with Mars 
about six hours later than 
planned. Its initial orbit will 
take it almost twice as long to 
circle Mars as planned, but 


Martin said Viking would be 
back on its original timetable 
June 2L 

Viking I, which represent s a 
$500 million investment, Tues¬ 
day was 600,000 miles from 
Mars, travelling toward the 
planet at 6,liX> miles per hour. 

"Everything is normal,” 
Martin said. "The manoevure 
was performed as expected. 
We have a very obedient 

robot.” 

Project officials considered 
delaying the landing toy two 
days to make up the pho¬ 
tography that will be lost by 
the timetable changes. But 
Martin said it was decided to 
continue to shoot for the July 
4 bicentennial landing which 
was targeted nearly a year 
ago when Viking I was 
launched. 

"The possibility is a little 
bit less that we’ll land on July 
4,” he said at a news confer¬ 
ence. "We will not land until 
it is safe to land. We believe 
that will be July 4.” 


Teamster bosses 
seek wage boost 


LAS VEGAS, Nev.. (UPI)— 
Tbamsters’ officials, already 
under attack for high salaries, 
Tuesday asked the union con¬ 
vention to raise dues and ap¬ 
prove a 25 per cent salary 
increase that would hike pres¬ 
ident Frank Fitzsimmons’ pay 
to about $156,000 annually. 

Already among the nation’s 
nigbest paid union presidents 
with a salary of $125,000, Fitz¬ 
simmons would benefit from 
the 25 per cent salary in¬ 
crease along with all other 
top union officers. 

The convention’s 2,300 dele¬ 
gates are expected to approve 
the financial and operating 
changes proposed by a com- 
m i 11 e e on constitutional 
amendments. 

Union reformers recently 
issued a report describing 
how many Teamsters’ of¬ 
ficials earn more than a 
$100,000 a year by collecting 
multiple salaries supplemen¬ 
ted by unlimited special bene¬ 
fits, but Fitzsimmons Monday 
told those reformers to "go to 
hell.” 


The commiteee proposed an 
escalating scale for dues that 
would basically require 
members to pay the equiva¬ 
lent of two hours’ earnings a 
month to their union. Union 
dues previously have been 
fixed. 

The Teamsters, who cur¬ 
rently earn an average of 
$7.76 an hour under the 
master phrase agreement, 
would get an immediate $2 
increase in dues next Oct. !L 
Dues would be increased $1 
on Oct 1, 1977 and $2 the fol¬ 
lowing year if they are not yet 
equivalent to two hours’ pay. 

Along with the dues in¬ 
crease, the committee pro¬ 
posed to raise strike benefits; 
by about $10 a week. 

Secretary-Treasurer Ray 
Schossling, who' now earns 
$10 0,000, would receive 
$125,000 under the change. 
Vice-presidents would be in¬ 
creased from $18,009 a year to 
$22,500, while general or¬ 
ganizers would get an in¬ 
crease from $30,000 to $37,500. 


Greeks block move

The council started a new 
round of private consultations 
shortly after 6 p.m. EDT. Dip¬ 
lomatic sources said were 
hoping to get a formal meet¬ 
ing underway later.

Barros, the first prosecution 
witness, said villagers had 
told him that not all of the 
victims died immediately— 
some of the 14 white mer¬ 
cenaries kept crying out. 

Georgiou, a British citizen, 
is alleged to have killed one 
man and ordered the deaths 
of 13 others while fighting for 


the defeated National Front 
tor the Liberation of Angola 

(fnLa). 

All 13 British, American, 
Irish and Argentine defend¬ 
ants face a possible death 
sentence demanded by the 
prosecution for "crimes 
against peace.” 

A black hunter later told 
the court that a white merce¬ 
nary band led by Callan ter¬ 
rorized his family artd seized 
control of his hut for four 
days at the height of the civil 
war last February.

Invitation justification 


S HOWING A THICKENING OF SKIN, the Canadian 
government is accepting an invitation to par¬ 
ticipate in a follow-up western economic ‘ summit” 
conference to the one held in France last fall. Taking 
part of Rambouillet were the host country, Britain, 
West Germany, Italy, Japan and the United States 
Canada was “the odd man out’’ which didn’t please Ot¬ 
tawa at all. But we’re included in President Ford’s cal¬ 
ling o'f another meeting for June 27-28 in Puerto Rico 
and Prime Minister Trudeau says, “We’ll be there.” 

Canada will be going provided, that is, there is no 
official objection from France which, the word goes, 
still is not overly enthusiastic about our inclusion on 
the invitation list. 

The prime minister says it is only “hearsay and 
rumor” that President Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
doesn't consider Canada of sufficient importance to 
take part in such a get-together. If this is his feeling. 
Mr. Trudeau would expect to be so informed directly 
by the French president. But he hasn't had any com¬ 
munication with him on the question. 

Mr. Trudeau is turning a tougher cheek to the of¬ 
ficial joint communique from the “big six” on this 
month’s meeting than what was seen after the Ram- 
bouillet snub. The wording of the document, whoever 
is responsible, can hardly be taken as wholehearted 
agreement that Canada is considered a member of the 
^ western power team. 

The six countries of the last conference are listed 
and “In addition, given tlje close ties and co-operation 
between the United States and Canada and the fact 
that the njeeting is being held in the Western 
Hemisphere, the president of the United States has in¬ 
vited Canada to participate. v 

There can be no great joy at receiving such 
recognition, if that is what it can be called, but now 
that Canada is in. through the basement door, it is to 
he hoped that this country s contributions to the 


deliberations will improve its position in the eyes of 
the others. 

As Prime Minister Trudeau says, Canada has a 
right to be included because this country is as impor¬ 
tant industrially as some of the other participants, Ita¬ 
ly for instance. And now it is up to him to prove the 
worth of Canada in helping to co-ordinate Western 
strategy in the face of “third world” demands for a 
new economic order. 

Through the United Nations, developing countries 
have won agreement on the setting up of a $6 billion “- 
common fund” to be financed primarily by industrial 
countries and oil-rich nations, to create buffer stocks 
of 10 basic commodities, which goes against U S. 
thinking. 

The U.S., basically, wants to reduce the world role 
of commodity cartels which the $6 billion fund would 
promote, and instead, help poor countries step up their 
pace of development in other ways. 

The argument is that commodity cartels, like that 
of the 13-nation Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries which freezes the price of oil at a high level, 
can stifle the free flow of trade and stimulate world¬ 
wide inflation. 

The U.S. suggests the stabilization of export earn¬ 
ings of commodity producers through “compensatory 
financing” — grants and low-interest loans to poor 
countries bilaterally and through such agencies as the 
. World Bank and International Monetary Fund. 

The U.S. is reported to be willing to discuss the 
developing nation’s common fund plan “if they will 
discuss our international resources bank idea.” 

This already has been rejected (at the recent UN 
Conference on Trade and Development in Kenya) and 
whether Canada can offer advice on how to get around 
the block, if in fact Ottawa is in agreement with the 
U.S. plan, remains to be seen.

T HE HEAD of what many consider to be the most 
powerful of labor unions on the North American 
continent has replied weakly to rumblings of discon¬ 
tent over its operations from a comparatively small 
group of rank-and-file members. 

Teamsters president Frank Fitzsimmons sa^s the 
dissidents can “go to hell” which, in their thinking, Ts 
where they are already. 

The would-be reformers, said to number approx¬ 
imately 2,000 among the 2.3 million dues-payers of the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, have banded 
together in a group known as “PROD” which obvious¬ 
ly is worrying Fitzsimmons. 

He* takes time at the union convention in Las 
Vegas to warn the 2,300 delegates to be on guard 
against the rebellion growing: not to allow the enemy 
to gain places of prominence within the union 
organization. 


And then his feeble, “For those who say it is time we 
reform this union, who say it is time for the officers to 
stop selling out the members, I say to them — go to 
hell.” 

PROD js accusing Fitzsimmons and his top aides 
of defying the laws by enjoying salaries in excess of 
$100,000 annually, free cars and homes, large pensions 
and more than a little graft. 

It’s the same as in the days of James Hoffa 
although the violence of the past has not surfaced and 
is not expected to do so. The apparent demise of the 
former teamsters’ boss has dampened the ardor of 
members for moves against the union hierarchy and 
PROD is taking a peaceful approach. It is blaming 
government agencies for failure to enforce laws 
against union leadership goings-on. It is hoping Co 
force government action against the “hellers.”

V New rulers fight permissiveness 


Argentina’^ new mili¬ 
tary rulers, fervent tradi¬ 
tionalists to a man. have 
embarked on an energetic cam¬ 
paign to sponge away the im- 
morality t hey think has flooded 

their country in recent years 
and led to the sdcial chaos and 
administrative squalor that 
preceded the March 24 Coup. 

Althpugh their immediate 
target is high-level corruption, 
with former President Isabej 
Peron the most eminent al¬ 
leged wrongdoer, they are also 
deeply concerned by other 
manifestations of immorality 
such as drug-taking, por¬ 
nography, the break up of the 
family, and the lack of respect 
shown for the old values they 
hold dear. 

The occasional moral exhor¬ 
tations that came from Isabel 
Peron’s government were not 
taken very seriously because 
its corruption was visible to all. 
The sermons given by the ap¬ 
parently austere military men 
are another matter, however, 
and their accession to power 
has greatly encouraged 
moralists to enforce their 
views by law. Froifi their posi¬ 
tions in the government ap¬ 
paratus they have taken active 
steps to stem the sinful tide.

Since the coup the cinema, 
which reflects most vividly the 
onrush of the permissive 
society which is transforming 
this formerly strait-laced 
Roman Catholic country, has 
been most affected by the 
government’s efforts. Film 
censorship, arbitrary but* on 
the whole fairly relaxed under 
the Peronists, has been 
tightened up considerably, and 
there is every sign that it will 
be tightened still further in the 
future.

change of government. 

Torre Nilsson has appealed 
against the censors’ verdict, but 
there are no signs that they will 
relent, despite a withering bar¬ 
rage of criticism from the 
more liberal press, which is 
still attacking the decision on 
the grounds that Torre Nilsson 
is ar serious, internationally 


respected artist. There are also 
suggestions that Tato is in¬ 
volved in a personal feud with 
t he ft i n unak er and his wife, 
Beatriz Guido, who wrote the 
script. Supporting this view is 
the fact that the film was ban¬ 
ned at the last possible moment 
after the producers had spent a 
lot of money on a publicity 
campaign. 

Piedra Libre related the 
eventful rise to fame of a total¬ 
ly untalented actress and her 
relations with decadent land- 
owners. People connected 
with it claim the actress sym¬ 
bolizes Isabel Peron and the 
sinister landowner Jose Lopez 
Rega, Isabel’s mentor. 
Although nobody pretends it is 
a particularly edifying work, it 
does not seem to be more sor¬ 
did than most films shown in 
Buenos Aires these days.

Another victim of the cen¬ 
sors’ new zeal was Isabel Sarli, 
•a bosomy actress who built a 
career as the sex-goddess of 
the Latin American classes 
after being chosen Miss Argen¬ 
tina in 1956, and recently en¬ 
joyed some success in New 
York. A large mural displaying 
her assets was removed from a 
downtown Buenos Aires 
cinema in the beginning of May 
and her film was confiscated. 
'Recently the government 
finally spelled out its film 
policy. For Argentine cinema 
owners, who have had to put up 
with pegged prices for years 
and are on the brink of 
bankruptcy — a ticket now 
costs about 55 cents and atten¬ 
dance is low — the directives, 
issued by the public informa¬ 
tion secretariat, were as 
welcome .as a cold bath . 


The government warned that 
it would ban all films that 
threaten its proposals to 
‘ reintegrate and revitalize the • 
community”, or offend “the 
sentiments of the majority.” 
By majority the government 
evidently means people who 
think the same way as it does. 
Favor would be shown to films 
that “show M4n in his eternal 
and daily struggle against 
materialism, egotism, dis¬ 
couragement, venality, and 
corruption.” 

★ ★ ★ 

This increased the scope of 
the censors, who were 
previously ordered to ban films 
that “jjfistified adultery, abor¬ 
tion,jw os titution, sexual devia¬ 
tions, questioned the duty of 
defending the fatherland,” or, 
as was added in 1974, dealt with 
drugs or left-wing guerrillas. 

Few people think the govern¬ 
ment will stop at censoring the 
more outrageous film^. The 
daily and weekly press, as well 
as the publishing industry and 
night club owners, are bracing 
themselves for new restric¬ 
tions. * 

There are also indications 
that the government may 
branch out into other fields. 
One of the top men of the 
Argentine Football Association 
has stated that henceforward 
no footballer with long hair or 
extravagant sideburns will 
allowed to wear the national 
colors. So far none of Argen¬ 
tina’s soccer players, most of 
whom have shoulder-length 
hair at least, has had his locks 
shorn by the authorities, but a 
few of the more timid have 
done the job themselves, to the 
confusion of fans who find them 
unrecognizable in their new 
guise.

Before the echoes of the 
Lockheed Orion comedy hour 
. have died away completely, it 
would be instructive to con¬ 
sider vyhy Canadian defence 
purchasing and decision¬ 
making operate with only the 
remotest of linkages to 
military realities. There is a 
logical reason, although it of¬ 
fers little consolation to Cana¬ 
dian soldiers. 

What other country, having 
decided to embark on a five- 
year, $1.2 billion re-equipment 
program for its armed forces, 
after a decade in which they 
had had no new equipment, 
would choose to spend five- 
sixths of it on 18 anti¬ 
submarine aircraft? It was a 
decision that wWorily possible 
because Canadian defence 
policy does not have much to do 
with ensuring Canada’s 
military security. 

★ ★ ★ 

Defence policy in Canada has 

always been shaped almost ex¬ 
clusively by political and sen¬ 
timental considerations, in 
what amounts to a military 
vacuum. Canada’s strategic 
situation is the classic case of 
the potential “free ride”: the 
U.S. must defend Canada from 
anyone else, in its own in¬ 
terests, and there is no 
military sense in trying to con¬ 
struct a defence against that 
huge 1 neighbor (nor, happily, 
any political reason to want to 
do so). 

It means that Canada could 
theoretically do without armed 
forces entirely, beyond those 
adequate to police Its own fron¬ 
tiers (so that the U.S. does not 
get too concerned, and press its 
services on us). Military forces 
and commitments, for Canada, 
are basically optional matters. 

An instinctive realization of 
this fact by French Canadians, 
when English Canada 
. volunteered en masse to fight 
by Britain's side in two world 
wars, was why military con¬ 
scription for overseas service 
was postponed so long in both 
wars, and aroused such bitter 
resistance in French Canada 
when it was finally introduced.

Probably the first time 
Canada was ever united on 
defence matters in this century 
was in the early 1950s, when 
the Cold War was at its height. 
In those years, Canadian^ were 
among NATO’s most devoted 
supporters, and willingly paid 
out 9 per cent of their GNP on 
defence. As the perceived 
danger of war has diminished 
steadily, however, so has Cana¬ 
dians’ enthusiasm for defence. 

By the late 1960s Canadian 
defence expenditure had drop¬ 
ped below 2 per cent of GNP, 
and almost every cent was be¬ 
ing eaten up by personnel 
costs. This did not much affect 
Canada' s forces Tri their sub¬ 
sidiary peace-keeping roles, 
but in the higher-technology 
NATO and NORAD contexts 
Canadian soldiers became in¬ 
creasingly embarrassed, as 
their equipment grew ever 
more obsolete. It didnTSffiBdr- 
rass the government, however, 
so long as our forces still 
bought it a political voice in the 
various alliances and organiza¬ 
tions we contributed to. 

Since about 1964 no major 
item of new equipment has 
been bought for the Canadian 
Armed Forces, and their 
numbers have fallen by a third. 
Our forces in Europe now 
operate just about the oldest 
tanks on the continent (1952- 
model Centurions), and there 
are no plans in sight to replace 


their three squadrons of aging 
Starfighters (although such 
first-rank military powers as 
Belgium and Denmark are 
already doing so). To eke out 
the flying lives of our last 
remaining interceptors a year 
or so mdre, we have begun to 
operate only 44 of our 56 
Voodoos at*ny one time. 

The most striking example of 
how unreal the whole context 
of Canadian defence policy is 
can be found in the Air Com¬ 
mand’s newest major acquisi¬ 
tion (over a decade ago): 120 
CF-5 fighter-bombers. There 
was never any plausible 
justification for these relative¬ 
ly low-performance aircraf t 
(except that they were built in 
Canada). Precisely 20 are 
employed in the ground-attack 
role today (at Bagotville, P.Q. 
and Cold Lake, Alta., where 
there is presumably a par¬ 
ticular need for that 
capability). Some use has been 
fonnd for most of the rest in 
various training roles, but 28 of 
them are simply mothballed. 

The turn-about in declining 
Canadian defence expenditure 
came only last year. Typically, 
it occurred not because of any 
military development, but 
because a more efficient Cana¬ 
dian contribution to NATO had 
become a prerequisite for the 
achievement of a Canadian 
foreign policy objective.

desire of Mr. Trudeau to 
counter-balance the inevitable 
southward pull of the United 
States by creating a close 
Canadian link with the Euro¬ 
pean Economic Community. 
When he swung round the 
Western European capitals last 
year touting the proposal, 
however, it was strongly hinted 
that he should first 
demonstrate his g gthusiftsm _ 
for NATO a little morfwSfBT'^ 
cingly. 

Accordingly, the Canadian 
government decided on a 
modest re-armament 
program; nothing grand, but 
around $200 million to replace 
its tanks (German-buiiU 
Leopards are favored for the 
purchase ), and the 
rest to buy new long-range 
anti-submarine aircraft.

That was necessary anyway, 
as Canada’s remaining 26 
Argus aircraft reach the end of 
their airframe lives in 1980 
Besides gratifying NATO, 
however, new maritime patrol 
aircraft would permit a more 
effective Northern Sovereignty 
Patrol, and provide work for 
the Canadian aircraft industry 
— both considerations offering 
rather more domestic political 
mileage than loyalty to NATO. 

The Orions were therefore a 
way of killing several birds 
with a single stone. They were 
a very expensive stone, 
however, and in the end they 
were cancelled because the 
financial aspects of the deal 
had become unattractive. The 
government has said that it is 
searching for a replacement, 
but defence officials in Ottawa 
have already admitted that 
there are no satisfactory rivals 
available.

Trouble in U.S. air industry 


What new steps, if any, 
should the Pentagon or 
Congress take to help out the 
financially troubled aerospace 
industry? 

The question here — com¬ 
ing after recent disclosures 
that some middle-echelon Pen¬ 
tagon officials were mulling 
various ways of helping 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation 
sell patrol planes to Japan — is 
considered crucial 

Besides Lockheed, a number 
of key aircraft manufacturers 
— including,LTV Corporation’s 
Vought subsidiary, as well as 
the Grumman Corporation and 
Fairchild Industries. Inc. (all 
companies which have had ma¬ 
jor military programs) — are 
now facing long-range 
problems. 

Moreover, there is concern 
among many Pentagon of¬ 
ficials- that widespread dis¬ 
closure of overseas payoffs for 
past aircraft programs is caus¬ 
ing a number of governments 
to go slow on any new military 
aircraft purchases. 

Having a wide pool of 
defence contractors is con¬ 
sidered important to keep, 
“research and innovation' 
alive ’. according to one 
defence spokesman In past

years, it is noted here, such 
major aircraft companies as 
Republic Aviation, North 
American Aviation, Martin 
Marietta, and Douglas Aircraft 
either have merged or gone out 
of actual aircraft production. 

While there now are nine 
major aircraft manufacturers 
in the United States, military- 
related contracts — though ex¬ 
tremely large in dollar terms 
— have become highly 
specialized. Actual production 
contracts, Pentagon officials 
note, tend to be larger but 
fewer in number. *Not every 
company automatically gets a 
“slice of the budget pie,” says 
one official. 

For Lockheed, attention is 
now directed at two areas , sale 
-of patrol aircraft to Japan and 
Canada. _£ 

According to a Lockheed of¬ 
ficial, talks still are “con¬ 
tinuing*’ with Canadian 
officials — both at government 
and banking levels — over the 
possible purchase of some 18 P- 
3C Orion patrol aircraft. 

At the same time, Lockheed 
would desperately like to put 
together a sale of 50 P-SCs to 


Japan representing some $250 
million for the giant aircraft 
company, which received a 
large U.S. government loan 
guarantee in 1971. The 
proposed sale of the P-JCs, 
however, has bogged down fol¬ 
lowing disclosures of Lockheed 
bribes and sales commissions 
for past sales in Japan. 

The New York Times a few 
days ago reported that Defence 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld 
was eager to help Lockheed 
make the Japanese sale and 
had proposed a possible 
government-to-goverament ar¬ 
rangement with Japan. 

But at a subsequent press 
conference in Honolulu, Mr. 
Rumsfeld denied making such 
a direct intervention, saying 
that discussions were made at 
a middle-echelon level without 
his knowledge and that he 
specifically did not personally 
send a telegram to U.S. 
defence officials in Japan out¬ 
lining direct U.S.-Japanese ar¬ 
rangements. 

A staff memorandum, ac¬ 
cording to defence officials, 
proposed in part that the Pen¬ 
tagon act as a sort of agent for

The importance of Lockheed 
cannot be underestimated 
here. The company, which 
posted a healthy sales report 
for the business quarter ending 
March of this year, is one of the 
Pentagon’s oldest and most im¬ 
portant defence manufac¬ 
turers, still producing the 
Lockheed C-130 transport 
plane. * 

Besides makine P-3C (and 
for the Navy, S-3 patrol air¬ 
craft), it has a contract to build 
a prototype for eventually 
revising C-141 cargo jets. It is 
proposing wing modifications 
of its C-5A. It is still producing 
Poseidon missiles and is in the 
development stage for Trident 
missiles. 

Meanwhile, Grumann’s ex¬ 
pensive F-14 fighter is con¬ 
sidered first rate (Iran has 
purchased 80). But the com¬ 
pany is having difficulty 
finding new markets, and has 
no major follow-up program. 

Similarly, there now is con¬ 
cern that Fairchild Industries 
(which built the Air Force’s A- 
10 attack aircraft) and«LTV’s 
Vought have no major aircraft 
programs for the late 1970s and 
the 1960s. ^

Mexico offers prisoner swap 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - 

lawyers from the state and 
justice departments are 
' studying ‘‘the ftxrmidabie 
legal problems” posed by a 
Mexican proposal for an ex¬ 
change of prisoners. 

The proposal, as put by 
Mexican Foreign Minister Al¬ 
fonso (Robles Garcia to Secre¬ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
in a meeting in Mexico City 
Thursday, would mean ap¬ 
proximately 590 Americans 
held in Mexican jails would 
have the option of serving out 
their terms in U.S. prisons. 

The approximately 1,100 
Mexican nationals serving 
terms In U.S. prisons would 
be given the option of serving 
out their terms in Mexican 
• jails. 

Kissinger, without describ¬ 
ing the proposal, said Friday 
the Mexican government had 
come up with “ingenious pro¬ 
posals” which are now being 
&fcud5ed. U.S. officials who 
travelled on Kissinger’s 
plane from Mexico outlined 
the proposals but said they 
“posed formidable legal and 
constitutional problems which 
have to be examined 
thoroughly.” 


Qair Gripe, legal counsel 
for the bureau of prisons, said 
that the bureau has not been 
asked for a formal opinion 
yet, but there is an obvious 
problem of jurisdiction. 

“The question,” he said, “is 
that if a prisoner goes beyond 
the borders of the country 
where he committed his 
crime, can be then held for 
that crime in another 
country?” 

Other officials suggested 
that the prisoner could waive

there is a precedent for this in 
the treatment of U.S. ser¬ 
vicemen in Mexican border 
towns such as Tijuana.

Hearst judge dies 


SAN FRANO^pO (AP) — 
Oliver Carter, the peppery 
federal judge who conducted 
the Patricia Hearst bank rob¬ 
bery trial and was to have 
passed final sentence on her, 
died Monday of a heart at¬ 
tack. 

The 65-yearold jurist was 
dead on arrival at Ralph K. 
Davies Medical Centre, a hos¬ 
pital spokesman said. Carter 
was stricken at his home and 
was taken to hospital by am¬ 
bulance shortly after noon. 

U.S. Attorney James 
Browning, the prosecutor in 
the celebrated trial of Miss 
Hearst, said the case now will 


go to a committee for reas¬ 
signment to another judge. 
The judge will have to study 
the case and the extensive 
psychiatric examination the 
convicted heiress now is un¬ 
dergoing. 

Miss Hearst, 22, was found 
guilty March 20 of armed 
bank robbery charges result¬ 
ing from the April, 1974, ter¬ 
rorist holdup of a San Fran¬ 
cisco bank. Carter provision¬ 
ally sentenced her to a max¬ 
imum 35 years in prison, but 
said he would reduce the term 
after the examination being 
conducted at a federal correc¬ 
tional facility in San Diego.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
new 52 bill, the U.S. Trea¬ 
sury's latest example' of' 
money savings, may be the 
Edsel of toe financial world* 

A UPI nationwide survey 
show's that persons are either 
hoarding the new notes, shun¬ 
ning them as symbols of bad 
luck or confusing them with 

520 mils. 

Many bankers reported 
merchants don't like the new 
bills because their cash regi^ 
ters have no slot for them. 

D. L. Musgrave, president 
of the Bank of Marion, HI., 
said many merchants have 
been returning 52 bills. 

“Mr. Simon has laid a gold¬ 
en egg on this one," Mus¬ 
grave said, referring to tre'a- 
sury secretary William 
Simon. “It’s like coming out 
with a 75-cent piece.” 

The government, which 
hoped to save millions over 
the printing of $1 bills, said 
225 million $2 bills were print¬ 
ed in April when they were 
-reintroduced. 

’But most Have since disap¬ 
peared, 

A federal reserve board of¬ 
ficial said there was no way 
to determine where the bills 
went but speculated “they 
ended up in the pockets of col¬ 
lectors.” 

There was an initial run on 


the bills in April.. Many 
people bought them and had 
them postmarked so they 
could be used as collector’s 
items. 

“The scene on the back 
(signing of the Declaration of 
Independence) makes me 
want to hold on to a few,” 
said Mrs. Lois McGovern of 
Long Beach, Calif, 

But Marlene Lineham, a 
teller at the main office of 
Central National Bank and 
Trust Co. of Des Moines, 
Iowa, said customers are now 
refusing to take $2 bills. 

Superstition plagued the old 
52 bills and seems to be both¬ 
ering the new ones. Bank of¬ 
ficials already are seeing tom 
cornel's. 

According to A Treasury of 
American Superstition, people 
tear the comers of 52 bills to 
wai-d off bad luck. The super¬ 
stition, according to the book, 
may have had its origin with 
gamblers. 

A 52 bill relates to a 2, the 
lowest card in the deck, often 
called a “deuce.” The bank 
says deuce as a word derived 
from the devil, meaning bad 
luck. 

Although there were reports 
of acceptance of the bills in 
scattered parts of the nation, 
the survey showed the govern¬ 
ment still has a selling job to 
do.

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‘City is bad, 
getting worse’

Greater Victoria municipal 
negotiator Carl Anselm may 
not have got the answer he 
was looking for Tuesday wtwti 
he asked whether Victoria 
firefighters had detected a 
change in the*city’s attitude 
toward negotiations. 

“Mr. Anselm, you’ll find tha 
city’s attitude never changes 

— ft’s bad and getting 
worse,’’ replied Ross Ca¬ 
meron, president of the Vic¬ 
toria local of the International 
Association of Firefighters. 

Anselm, cross-examining 
Cameron during the fourth 
day of an arbitration hearing, 
also dealt with such subjects 
as sleeping firefighters and 
the possibility of buildings 
being allowed to bum during 
a strike. 

It was tha failure to negoti¬ 
ate a new agreement that led 
to the hearing before arbitra¬ 
tor John Davie — the 23rd 
time in 26 years, according to 
earl it r evidence, that arbitra¬ 
tion has been required. 

The 104 Victoria fire¬ 
fighters, seeking parity with 
numerous other B.C. fire de¬ 
partments, art! after an IS per 
cent wage increase over one 
year. 

A highlight of the hearing 
will involve the appearance 
today of Dr. Hugh Ketnley- 
side as a witness for the fire¬ 
fighters. 

The city’s attitude came 
into question while Anselm 
was asking Cameron about an 
initial meeting the firefighters 
had Dec. 31 with city repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Anselm suggested the union 
had agreed to abid by anti¬ 
inflation guidelines, but Ca¬ 
meron said it was made clear 
at the time that this depended 
entirely on the “city’s posi¬ 
tion.’’ 

Cameron said no one would 
be “dumb enough’’ to make 
such a commitment without 
reservations. Questioned by 
union counsel Dermod Owen- 
Flood, he accused the city of 
rejecting second year recom¬ 
mendations made by an arbi¬ 
trator in connection with tne 
last one-year agreement and 
said it was the first time he 
had known an employer to do 
so. 

However, the union has 
made the point that the others 
weren’t exposed to the irregu¬ 
lar system that allows for 10 
and 14-hour shifts in an 
average 42-hour work week 
with little time for adequate 
sleep between some shifts. 

Cameron admitted a police 
offioer would obviously be dis¬ 
ciplined if caught sleeping on 
the iob. 

“Do you expect shift dif¬ 
ferential while you’re sleep- 
ine?” Anselm asked. 
“Certainly.” 

Shift differential is one of 
the goals the union is trying 
to achieve. It is not included 
in any current contracts with 
municipal fire departments in 
B.C. 

In answer to other questions 

- from Anselm. Cameron said 
that because of their sense of 
responsibility the firefighters 
had a policy of opting tor ar¬ 
bitration instead of strike ac¬ 
tion. 

Anselm brought out the' fact 
the union had taken a strike 
vote a year and a half ago, 
but Cameron said the neces¬ 
sary arrangements had been 
made to protect “life and 
limb! He said the former pro-

A question of who needs 
protection against whom li¬ 
vened up debate Tuesday 
when Victoria city council’s 
traffic committee considered 
the dangers jaywalking posed 
to cars and pedestrians.

Science fiction “isn’t in the 
business of predicting.” he 
said this week, and won’t pre¬ 
pare readers lor change as 
much as a book like Future 
Shock.

CONEY swears science fic¬ 
tion’s ability to.lake readers 
away from it all marks it as 
valid literature whose serious 
exjxmentfi spend much of 
their time apologizing for the 
kooks in their midst. 

The problem is that sci-fi 
attracts fans a little like rock 
music groupies chasing their 
own fantasy. 

Scl-fi fans often do their 
thing differently, however, 
dressing up at writers’ con¬ 
ventions and forming groups 
like the North American west, 
coast-based Society of Cre¬ 
ative Anachronism whose 
members “dress up and fight 
each other with swords,” 
Coney said. 

SERIOUS writers think 
• they’re weird. 

Writers do appreciate 
honest readers of the art form 
(hat is "based on the supposi¬ 
tion things needn’t be as they 
are now." - 

"You get away from the 
idea that everything needs to 
lie exactly the way it is now. 
Science fiction lets you enter¬ 
tain and still make the reader 
th’nk," he said. 

Those tilinking readers are' 
a conservative bunch who, 
like romance novel and^ 
Agatha Christie enthusiasts, 
like their written adventures 
in recognizable form. 

THIS IN possibly the reason 
that the only noticeable 
change In science fiction writ¬ 


ing in the past decade — 
which Coney says was a mov e 
toward the probing of “inner” 
rather than “outer” space 
didn’t last long and has al¬ 
ready faded.

Jones, 29, of Lemars, Iowa, 
end Thompson, 33, Portland, 
Ore., have dodged some 
barges and a couple of whirl¬ 
pools and Jones has battled a 
case of poison ivy- Other than 
that, Jones said, the men 
have had no serious problems. 

“We were both environ¬ 
mentally concerned in ad¬ 
vance and had a battery of 
shots before starting the 
swim,” Jones saidc 

“We make every effort to 
keep our heads out - of the 
water, but we’ve both swal¬ 
lowed some water.

OTTAWA (OP) — One of 
the big-time marijuana 
dealers in the United States is 
Uncle Sam himself but the 
only licensed dealer inr Cana¬ 
da, the federal health protec¬ 
tion branch, works on a mufch 
smaller scale. 

Figures released by the U.S.- 
National Institute of Mental 
Health (NIMH) show it hands 
out about $5 million worth of 
“grass” annually to nearly 
900 approved researchers. 

A spokesman for the health 
protection branch here said it 
gives the five approved Cana¬ 
dian. biomedical research 
projects only about 30 pounds 
of their own home-grown 
marijuana annually, worth 
about 55,000. 

He said these mari juana re¬ 
search projects, which have 
been authorized only since 
1970, are carefully screened, 
especially those involving 
human subjects. “One or 
two” of the current projects 
involve humans. 

In both the U.S.and Canada 
human subjects for mari juana 
research must be over 18 and 
must have smoked “pot” be¬ 
fore. Women can’t be used in 
U.S. research, but Canadian 
..regulations allow female par¬ 
ticipants If they are past 
childbearing age. Both gov¬ 
ernments are concerned that 
marijuana may hurt unborn 
infants. 

NIMH has a contract with 
University of Mississippi to 
grow five standardized strains 
of “grass” of Varying 
strength for researchers’ 
needs. A private company, 
Polysciences, based in War¬ 
rington. Pa., also grows mari¬ 
juana for researchers. 


No private companies are 
licensed to grow marijuana in 
Canada. 

In order to obtain a consis¬ 
tently strong drug for biome¬ 
dical research, the health pro¬ 
tection branch of the federal 
agriculture department en¬ 
tered the marijuana field in 
1971, growing more than 350 
different strains on well- 
guarded 214-acre plot at the 
Central Experimental Farm 
in Ottawa. 

Three hundred pounds of 
the marijuana — from female 
plants only; the male plants 
were destroyed — was 
harvested and cured. Eldest 
Small, an agriculture depart¬ 
ment pharmacologist who su¬ 
pervised the operation, said 
the male plants were as po¬ 
tent as the female plants but 
the pollen they contained 
might have caused allergic 
responses in test subjects. 

Two hundred pounds of this 
federal “grass stash” re¬ 
mains, closely guarded by the 
health protection branch, its 
* spokesman said. Tl»e govern¬ 
ment had no immediate plans 
to grow any more marijuana. 

• At the time the marijuana 
was harvested, Dr. A. B. Mor¬ 
rison, head of the health pro¬ 
tection branch, said the 
highest quality — that with 
the strongest concentration of 
delta nine tetrahydrocan¬ 
nabinol (THC) — was pro¬ 
duced from seeds originating 
in Mexico. 

This is consistent with U.S. 
findings, and researchers 
there have been able to pro¬ 
duce marijuana that is 7.2 per 
cent delta, nine THC, about 
five times stronger than the 
best Canadian product.

live and study under water 
far long periods of time, so 
they can do research first 
hand.” 

Scarth says two cylindrical 
habitats will be built under 
rigid inspection because each 
will have to resist 40,000 
pounds of thrust. Four hooks 
on the top will make it possi¬ 
ble to move them by heli¬ 
copter to other sites. 

"From my experiences with 
the other habitat I know we 
won’t do any damage to the 
ecosystem. The fish treated it 
like a reef. They loved the 
air that came out of it and 
were so Tame they’d eat out of 
my hand. 

Scarth said the project will 
be strictly monitored and all 
tasks tightly scheduled. 


-’‘We’re testing our bodies 
under both physical and psy¬ 
chological stress,” he said. 
“We’re relying on a lot of 
self-designed equipment.” 

Scarth, Chris Friesen, John 
Moore, Dan Schriber and 
Scott Becker will live in the 
two habitats. 

“We hope to raise some 
money from organizations 
such as the Canadian Sports¬ 
men’s Association, Wintario 
and the O’Keefe Sports Orga¬ 
nization. All private donations 
we receive will be tax-deduc¬ 
tible, of course.” 

He said construction of hab¬ 
itat, which will proibably be 
set in Garden Lake near Ren¬ 
frew, about 40 miles west of 
Ottawa, will begin as soon as 
$25,000 is raised.

Profit lid lifted—on condition Sorry Soviets 


OTTAWA (CP) — New anti- 
inflation board pricing and 
profit regulations released 
Tuesday contain sever**- pro¬ 
visions allowing companies to 
increase their profits if they 
result from increased produc¬ 
tivity. 

The changes answer criti¬ 
cisms of the selective wage 
and price controls program 
by providing incentives to 
companies to reduce their 
per-unit cost of production— 
by streamlining the operation 
or purchasing new equipment 
- -without having to forfeit ad¬ 
ditional profits that result. 

The new regulations also 
contain for the first time a 
clause permitting most com¬ 
panies to earn at least eight 
per cent return on the net 
worth of their equity invest¬ 
ment. 

Tliis is intended to, protect 
companies with unusually low 
profits in previous years and 
who, under original regula¬ 
tions, could have been re¬ 


quired to operate without 
profit. 

The regulations set the min¬ 
imum profit level far property 
and casualty insurance com¬ 
panies at three per cent of 
gross revenue, because of dif¬ 
ferences within that industry. 
Life insurance company and 
bank profits are treated dif¬ 
ferently. 

In addition, however, the 
draft regulations make explic¬ 
it the power of the board to 
disallow a price increase on a 
particular item if it regards 
the increase as unduly large- 
even if the company has met 
all other rules. The same is 
true for price increases genen- 
■ all: which the board decides 
are harmful to the controls 
program. 

The regulations, outlined in 
general form in the May 25 
budget, were released at a 
press conference by board 
chairman Jean-Luc Pepin. 
Almost 7,000 copies have been 
sent to companies and organi¬ 
zations. 


Companies and others have 
until, July 2 to argue foi 1 
changes. The regulations will 
become law “as soon as possi¬ 
ble" after that date. They will 
take effect in the second com¬ 
pliance period of all compa¬ 
nies, usually a company’s fi¬ 
nancial year which includes 
Oct. 14, 

In general, the regulations 
tighten control over profits 
and are designed to plug loop¬ 
holes in the original rules. 

For those companies al¬ 
ready in their second compli¬ 
ance period, there are transi¬ 
tional rules tliat allow defer¬ 
ring of excess profits—which 
result from the new regula¬ 
tions—to the third compliance 
period so that companies can 
adjust their operations or 
prices to avoid having to pay 
excess profit to the govern¬ 
ment or return it to custom¬ 
ers. 

Mr. Pepin said the new 
rules are better than the orig¬ 
inal* because they apply more 
evenly to companies which 


had varying profit perform¬ 
ances in previous years. 

However, Pepin • a id 
that because the main thrust 
is to reduce the allowable 
profits in relation to the pre¬ 
vious years, the new rule* 
will make the controls pro¬ 
gram together on (business 
than the previous rules. 

“There has been relative 
success of the program on the 
compensation side. There Was 
a moral obligation on the part 
of the government and the 
board to make it a relative 
. success on the prices side.” 

Pepin said the price 
controls are haring an effect, 
although he acknowledged 
much of this is due to an indi¬ 
rect effect. Rejection of an 
application by a Quebec 
brewer who wanttd to raise 
prices, for example, had 
forced other brewers to hold 
the line on the price of beer 
because of market competi¬ 
tion. 

The major effect of the new 
regulations, as announced in

the budget, is that all non-dis¬ 
tributing firms are now limit¬ 
ed to annual profits equal to 
85 per cent—down from an 
origintl 95 per cent 1 —of those 
earned during previous years. 

IRather than having to base 
their profits on average levels 
during the five financial years 
prior to last Oct. 14, however, 
companies now will be able to 
choose either the five-year 
average or the last financial 
year prior to May 1,1376. 

The same choice is avail¬ 
able to distributors, such as 
food wholesalers and retail 
store chains, who were pre¬ 
viously restricted to compar¬ 
ing profits with the previous 
year. 

The distributors will have to 
restrict their profits to 95 per 
cent of their net profit margin 
on their entire business, 
rather than the 1D0 per cent 
previouriy. 

They will be alBowed 100 per 
cent of the previous gross 
profit margin on a product

line basis, where previously 
the gross profit margin test 
was on overall-business. 

This latter change will 
allow distributors to put more 
emphasis on selling profitable 
goods to increase profits up'to 
the 95-per-cent level on over¬ 
all operations. A board of¬ 
ficial said that distributors' 
overhead costs had been ris¬ 
ing so rapidly that some were 
in danger of being unable to 
reach the allowable level of 
net profits. 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Several 
major western banks, includ¬

The sources said the extent

The businessmen said that 
while it is not unusual for a 
bank to decline participation 
in a particular loan, several 
western banks are showing in¬ 
creased opposition to giving 
the Soviets “most favored” 
interest rates at a time when 
the Soviet debt is mounting. 


GLACE BAY, N.S. (CP) — 
A plant plagued by trouble for 
almost a decade has produced 
its first drum of he'avy water 
from local sources, Atomic 


Energy of Canada Ltd. 
(AECL) announced Tuesday. 

The plant, designed to pro¬ 
duce 400 tons of heavy water 
annually, was officially 


opened in 1967 but did not pro¬ 
duce a drop of heavy water 
from local fresh water until 
Tuesday. 

The original builder, Deu¬ 
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terium of Canada Ltd., even¬ 
tually gave up the enterprise. 

Three years later a report 
to the Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment said salt water used in 
the cooling process had cor¬ 
roded internal pipes and the 
plant would have to be re¬ 
built. 

The rehabilitation job was 
handed to AECL in 1971 and 
in January 1975 distillation 
equipment was able to im¬ 
prove the water purity to 99.8 
per cent or reactor grade. 

The distillation unit used 
enriched water sent from the 
Bruce, Ont., plant operated by 
Ontario Hydro. 

In January this year the 
first of two enriching units 
was started up. using local 
fresh water and residual 
enriched water from the dis- 
tillation equipment. 

The AECL spokesman said 
the 40 metric tons of partially 
enriched water sent by the 
Bruce plant has been returned 
fully enriched to, Ontario 
Hydro. 

The single enrichment unit 
now is producing about 16 kil¬ 
ograms of heavy water an 
hour, or about 60 per cent of 
its total designed output. 

The spokesman said this 
would increase gradually over 
a matter of months until peak 
production is reached. 

A second enrichment unit is 
expected to be producing in 
August. 

About 525 persons are em¬ 
ployed at the plant, about 180 
of them construction workers. 
The plant will have more than 
300 employees at peak opera¬ 
tion.

Foreman scored two knock¬ 
downs and stopped Frazier at 
2:26 of the fifth round in a 
battle of former heavyweight 
champions at the Nassau 
County Coliseum to re-es¬ 
tablish his v position as a pre¬ 
mier fighter and send Frazier 
into retirement. 

“It’s all over for Smokin’ 
Joe,” said trainereadvisor 
Eddie £\itch who climbed 
onto the ring apron and sig¬ 
naled referee Harold Valan to 
stop the fight as Frazier stood 
dazed and bleeding. 

The official end of Frazier’s 
career came about half an 
hour later, when Frazier said: 
“It’s tiine to hang my gloves 
on the wall and boogie boo¬ 
gie, boogie.” 

As Foreman stood in the 
ring for the winner’s inter¬ 
view', Joe Frazier walked to 
his dressing room, blood flow¬ 
ing down his face and tears 
flowing from his eyes. 

“Joe Frazier is a tremen¬ 
dous fighter,” said Foreman, 
who had tried to rile his 32- 
year-oid opponent by saying 
that Frazier had quit after 
Foreman had knocked him 
down six times to win the 
heavyweight title in two 
rounds in Jamaica in 1978. 

‘‘He showtd more guts than 
I thought any man was capa¬ 
ble of showing. He was tak¬ 
ing some hard shots from a 
very hard hitter—George 
ForemaV’ the winner said. 

For lour rounds. Frazier, 
his head and beard shaved, 
bobbed and weaved, jabbed 
and taunted Foreman. He 
made Foreman miss a lot of 
punches—‘but a man of Fore¬ 
man’s power can make up for 
lots of misses in a hurry. 

In the fifth round, Foreman 
caught Frazier on the ropes 
and ripped out his mouthpiece 
with a crashing left hook. A 
flurry followed and down went 
Frazier, who bounced up at 
the count of four and took the 
mandatory eight count. 

Valan waved back to the at¬ 
tack and George lifted Fra¬ 
zier off his feet with a left and 
right that dropped him in a 
neutral comer, blood coming 
from a gash above his right 
eye. 

Frazier struggled up again, 
this time at the count of 
seven, but Futch w’as already 
signaling for Valan’s attention 
—trying to get the referee to 
halt the fight. And Valan did. 

It was Futch who halted 
Frazier’s final heavyweight 
title bid with Joe sitting on his 
stool after 14 brutal rounds 
against Muhammad Ali in 
Manila last Oct. 1. 

The victory shot Foremarf- 
hack to the forefront for a 
shot al tiie iteavywelght title 
he won when he stopped Fra¬ 
zier in two rounds in Jamaica 
on Jan. 22. 1973, and lost Oct. 
30, 1974 by an eight-round 
knockout to Ali. 

Foreman will have to wait, 
however, until at least late in 


the year since Ali is sche¬ 
duled tp defend the title 
against Ken Norton in New 
York on Sept 28. 

Frazier came out dancing 
instead of smoking, following 
a fight plan which was to 
make Foreman wear himself 
out Foreman's stamina has 
been in question since he was 
stopped by Ali and floored 
twice by Ron Lyle in a fight 
he won on a fifth-round knock¬ 
out. 


Frazier, at 224H pounds the 
heaviest of his career, proba¬ 
bly did more backing and jab¬ 
bing than he had in almost all 
of his previous fights. 

At the end of the first 
mind, Frazier was daring 
Foreman to hit him and 
laughed at Foreman at the 
bell as the crowd of more 
than 10,000 in the Nassau Coli¬ 
seum roared its approval. 

Frazier scared with a good 


left hook and a good straight 
left in the second round, one 
in which he appeared to have 
an edge. 

But early in the third round 
came an omen of what was in 
store for him when Foreman, 
also at 224& pounds, stag¬ 
gered Joe with a right-left 
combination to the head, then 
shbt home a powerful right 
uppercut. 

In the fourth round, Frazier 


made Foreman miss badly 
and landed well himself, espe¬ 
cially with a straight left near 
the end of the round. But it 
was Frazier’s last hurrah. 

Frazier got $1 million in his 
bid to reverse the only humi¬ 
liating defeat in his career, a 
bid which ended in his fourth 
loss in 36 fights. Foreman, 
who also got $1 million, won 
his 42nd fight in 43 decisions 
and registered his 39th knock¬ 
out.

Calgary, Toron¬ 
to, Ottawa, Montreal, Quebec 
City and Halifax are due to 
- have the system operational 
within the next three years, 
and most major cities in Can¬ 
ada should be able to dial 
overseas direct by 1980, a 
spokesman for the Trans- 
Canada Telephone System 
said.

Campbell River usually produces tbe biggest iyee salm¬ 
on, sometimes 60- to 70-pounriers-and heavier, but .Albemi 
Inlet is tbe undisputed leader in numbers of tyee salmon 
landed each year. 

tyee excitement in the Alberros usually starts tbe last, 
week in August, with the peak of tyee fishing Sep*. 8 to Sept. 
15. 

But, tbe big chinooks arrive in Albemi Inlet bfiftsre that, 
Sllovvly working their way up-Inlet to hit Nahmint-Otfna Creek 
area around Labor Day weekend, or tbe week before. 

Smaller chinooks arrive in the Coleman Creek, 10-Mile 
Point, Headquarters and Franklin River waters around the 
middle of June and lay over for two or three weeks before 
heading further up-Inlet. t 

Fish for them with Strip-Teaser, eight to 10 ounces of 
weight, big Abe and Al flasher and 36 inches of leader. 

By August ahe chinooks are all along the eastern short of 
the Inlet from Ten Mile Point to Underwood Cove and China 

Creek. 

By tbe last week of August, the Inlet has Sts 30 and 
40-pound tyee. and you fish them with Super Strip-Teaser, 
Herring-Teaser, large Strip-Teaser, with tyee strip. Alaskan 
plugs, big flashers like the Abe and Al, Hot Spot, OKI, and 
Roy Smith Tyee. 

Along these shorelines and in Nahmint Bay; which is the 
hot spot in early September try fishing with braided wire 
line, two pounds of weight, 60 feet of tine, five feet of leader 
from lure to flasher, then 30 feet of nylon, then bead swivel. 
18 inches of nylon with your two pound weight attached, then 
another bead sivel and then tbe wire line. 

Fish rather slowly and watch the tip of the rod for the 
beat that indicates just the right action for the lure. 

. Some of the hot spots for this August-September tyee fish¬ 
ing include Ten MUle Point, along the drop off by the lodge In 
Nahmint Bay. an area which is usually closed by federal 
fisheries after Labo^ Day, Fanklin River and Sproat Nar¬ 
rows, UnaerttobffXlWe. along the rock bloff^wtorth of China 
Creek, along the log boom* across from China Creek and up 
to Cous Creek and Stamp Narrows. 

Underwood Oove, around the comer down-inlet, from 
China Creek Park is a good spot to mooch and drift fish tor 
t hinooks and tyee.

The harbor fishing at The mouth of the Somass River is a 
little later, best from mid-September and through October. 

You fish a little (lighter, and as well a* bait, big tfiugs and 
T-Spoon become more papular, fished with or without 

flashers. 

Polly Point, just down-Inlet froqgtathe sawmill a<t the 
southern end erf the town, is the entrance to the harbor and • 
hot tyee fishing spot. Hug the shore, except at the point 
where it shallow's, and fish out to the centre of the Inlet. Use 
Super Minnow-Teaser with tyee strip, five to six feet of 45* 
pound-test leader to revolving flasher, and one to one and a 
half pounds of weight. 

Across the harbor from the assembly wharf is Hohm 
Island, and sports fishermen take tyee salmon all around It. 
On the southwest side it is fairly shallow' and you can fish a 
big area, gong in tight against the log booms on the western 
shore of the Inlet. Use only four to six ounces of weight. 70 
, feet of line and T-Spoons. 

Off the east side of the island you can fish a huge area In 
the middle of the harbor, stretching tp the north to right op¬ 
posite the main Argyle Street of Port Albemi. Try a red Hot 
Spot flasher with Super Minnow-Teaser head holding big tyee 
strip, one to 1% poundg of w'etght, 40 to 60 feet of line. 

This same area is good for coho in August and September 
and a good lure for^coho in these upper reaches of Albemi 
Inlet is a T-spoon. 

In September and October fishing for those huge tyee 
holds the limelight in Albemi Inlet. Some years the Jnlet has 
quite a few big coho, but most fishermen concentrate on tyee.

LA PAZ (UPI) - Unions 
representing 50,000 miners 
have called a strike against. 
Bolivia's biggest industry to 
challenge a state of siege de¬ 
clared toy President Hunn 
Banzer. 

Banzet, reacting to a wave 
of student rioting and miner's 
job actions, last week sent 
army units to OOSOfly six 
state^run mines. Arrested 
minewarkers union chiefs and 
detained leaders of the stu¬ 
dent federation. 

The Bolivian Mineworktr* 
Union Federation, represent¬ 
ing 24,000 miners at the state- 
run mines and 26,000 at pri¬ 
vate companies, said workers 
would stay off the job until 
the occupation troops were re¬ 
moved, the union leaders 
freed, salary talks reopened 
and union radio' stations re¬ 
turned to the miners. 

Some 14,000 Bolivian univ^r- 
. sity students joined the 
miners in the job action. 
Three students died in rioting 
last. week. t 

Land - locked Bolivia, the 
world’s second-ranking tin ex¬ 
porter but one erf Latin Ameri¬ 
ca’s poorest nations, depends 
on its mines far the majority 
of its foreign exchange earn¬ 
ings. The mines have been a 
source of trouble for decades. 

The walkout appeared more 


likely to taka hold at the state 
mines than the smaller but 
more numerous private facili¬ 
ties, but reports on the effec¬ 
tiveness Of the strike in the 
remote Andean country, were 
sketchy. 

At the giant Rtate-run Siglo- 
Veinte-Catavi tin mining com¬ 
plex near Orura, 75 southeast 
of l* Pan, aotne 5,0U0 miners 
have been on strike since the 
army moved tn last Thursday. 

Some reports said manage¬ 
ment had cut off food supplies 
to the miners, but other 
sources said this was only a 
threat sq far. 

Mario Rplon Anafya, pres¬ 
ident of the National Higher 
Education Council, confirmed 
a student strike was in effect 
at gen Andres National Uni¬ 
versity in La Paz for “extra- 
university reasons." 

Banzer charged the student 
rioting last week, sparked by 
the murder of exiled former 
president Juan Jose Torres in 
Buenos Airee June 3, was the 
work of a subversive move¬ 
ment against the govern¬ 
ment led by extreme leftists. 

Torres, overthrown by 
Benaer in IBM,. always en¬ 
joyed popularity with the 
miners and students that 
make up nolivia's traditional 
left wing.

OTTAWA (CP) — Bill 061. 
the Maritime Code Act, will 
not close intercoaatal shilling 
to foreign ships. Transjjort 
Minister Otto Lang said Mon¬ 
day in a letter to his British 
Columbia counteipart, Jack 
Davis. 

Under the proposed law, 
which is widely seen as a 
move toward re-establishing a 
Canadian merchant marine, a 
schedule of fees would replace 
die tariffs now assessed on 
the carriage of goods between 
Canada’s Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts by way of die Panama 
Canal. 

The Canada Shipping Act 
stipulates that 'foreign ships 
be used far this traffic only 
when suitable Canadian ves¬ 
sels are not available. 

A conference of western 
premiers on April 31 
expressed concern that the 
proposed law would remove 
the freedom to use foreign 
ships for the intercoastal 
trade. 

But, in his letter, Lang said 
this was*'not correct, and the 
changes woiild lead to a more 
competitive and more flexible 
situation. 

He sairj certain controver¬ 
sial sections of the bill would 
not be proclaimed by the gov¬ 
ernment pending lull consul¬ 
tation.

What was the most touching 
experience she has had since 
coming to Britain?

Armstrong thought a moment, 
then replied, "My visit to 
Northern Ireland." (It took 
place in early spring, not long 
after her arrival in Britain. 

_ Four-hundred housewives 
poured out onto the street to 
welcome her in Belfast, 
sweeping aside the security 
guards, waving, hugging, 
laughing, crying, so apprecia¬ 
tive that an American ambas¬ 
sador had bothered to visit 
them in that violence-scar- 
red city.)' 

On one hdnd< she found it 
"terribly sad" to see In down¬ 
town Belfast scarcely a block 
without rubble or signs of fire 
or some other violence. On 
the other hand, she was 
impressed that people went 
about their normal ways and 
had even kept their sense of 
humor.

Rogers said he felt 50 to 55 
hours a month flying time far 
each pilot woufld Indicate bet¬ 
ter utilization. 

"We don’t need to scrap the 
schvicq, but we do need to 
make it more efficient," 
Rogers said. "I’m sure if w r e 
put the service out- for tender 
we’d get some interesting 
bids." 

Rogers also questioned the 
need far the government to 
own three jet' aircraft. 

"MacMillan-Bloedel don’t 
have a jet and they are a bag 
corporation," Rogers said. 
"We have three. I’d really 
like to know why we need 
them, where they go and 
whom they fly." 

Government pilots are paid 
an average of 522,000 to 
$24,000 a year.

Tuesday’s question period 
followed what has become a 
routine as’fKiTamftiheff" 

opposition parties scoured 
around for a vital target to 
shoot at but, having failed to 
find one, lapsed once again 
into weak attempts at sar¬ 
casm in an effort to draw 
blood. 

Charles Barber (NDP—Vic¬ 
toria), not the most penetrat¬ 
ing questioner in the house, 
led off the proceedings with a 
triple-question to Housing 
Minister Hugh Curtis. 

He wanted to know if an ad¬ 
vertisement regarding the 
sale of the Mount Stephen 
land owned by the provincial 
government, and published in 
tbo June 7 issue of the Jour¬ 
nal of Commerce, had been 
place^^Jpge weeks prema¬ 
turely and accidentally. ™ 

Curtis ^ave a simple an¬ 
swer, the answer used by all 
cabinet ministers when they 
are not able or ready to an¬ 
swer questions. *T11 take the 
question as notice." In 
fairness, Curtis added: "A 
full report on the Mount Ste¬ 
phen issue is now beng pre¬ 
pared, in fact it’s in draft 
form now, and I wall be mak¬ 
ing a statement in the house 
within two or three days." 

Barber, who even as a rook¬ 
ie should know better, resort¬ 
ed to a trap question so obvi¬ 
ous even a Grade. 8 kid 
wouldn’t have fallen for it. 

He asked if Curtis would 
include) in his statement the 
identity of the person "who 
ordered the placing of the ac¬ 
cidental advertisement." 

Curtis didn’t fall for the ob¬ 
vious, but for all .his experi¬ 
ence), he did fall for the 
"needle." Instead of sitting 
still, he over-condescendingly. 
explained the facts of life and 
the meaning pi ‘‘notice’’ to 
Barbor. 

That brought Graham Lea 
(NDP—Prince Rupert) into 
the fray with * a shout of, 
"Cover-up! If you have the in¬ 
formation, give K to us now." 

Curtis is sensitive. He re¬

M. V. Chesnut’s, 

Garden notes 




"l^hodafendrortf and 
have pretty well come to the 
end of their flowering season, 
except tor a few late-hiooming 
varieties, and it ia a good idea 
to evaluate, in retrospect, 
their 1976 performance. 

Where the blossom display 
Was not up to expectations, it 
is quite possible the trouble 
could have been due -V In part 
anyway — to the fact that the 
spent blossoms were pot re¬ 
moved after flowering last 
year. 

Allowed to remain on the 
plant and form seed pods, 
these exhaust the plant’s en¬ 
ergies and retard the young 
growth which is to bear next 
year’s blooms. 

The long, thin pods of each 
flower stalk all rose from a 
common stalk, developed 
from last year’s growth. If 
you look closely, you can see 
tha new - growth for next 
year’s flowers emerging-now 
from near the base of the 
spent flower stalk. * 

The trick is to take off these 
faded flower trusses without 
injury to these new emerging 
growths, for without them 


can lie rib floral display 
next year. 

The best method is to cut 
through the base of the old 
flower trues, well above that 
all-important new young 
growth. A sharp knife, scis¬ 
sors or secateurs may be used 
for removing the spent 
clusters from the rhododen¬ 
drons, wt|le the smaller aza¬ 
lea blooms can be picked off’ 
by hand. Y? 

If your rhododendron is a 
big bush, you’ll find this is a 
tedious, tiring and most unin¬ 
teresting job, and you’ll be 
sick and tired of the whole 
business before you’re even 
halfway through. I can prom¬ 
ise you, though, that it really 
is Worthwhile and should pay 
handsome dividends at bloom¬ 
ing time next year. 

The rhododendron, growing 
in its wild state, is almost 
always found in open, park- 
like forest glades where it 
gets a little light shade dap¬ 
pled with small spots of sun¬ 
shine filtering through the 
high fbrest canopy. It doesn’t 
like & really gloomy, dense 
shade, nor can it stand hot, 


scorbfiing sunshine unless cer¬ 
tain precautions are taken. 

If your bush is in such a 
sun-baked situation, it would 
be wise to spread a generous 
surface mulch over the area 
occupied by the roots. This 
mulch could be coarse, un¬ 
milled peat moss, half-rotted 
leaves, old rotted manure or 
fir bark. Never take off the 
mulch — just top it up annual¬ 
ly with more of the same 
after the weather warms up 
Ifcthe spring. 

It is good practice, too, to 
wash down the leaves of your 
rhododendron every time you 
have the ftose out. 

These refreshing overhead 
shower baths are appreciated, 
particularly on evenings fol¬ 
lowing a hot, sunny day. 
Make sure, too, that the roots* 
don’t go short of moisture 
during otir summer dry 
spells. 

It isn’t wise to rely too 
much on rain or the lawn 
sprinkler, for the broad, leath¬ 
ery leaves of the rhododen¬ 
dron shed water like the pro¬ 
verbial duck’s back. Even 


jwet\ 


after quite A heavy shower, 
the soil under the bush may 
be too dry for healthy growth. 

A water injecting device 
such as the Ross Root Feeder 
is very good indeed, or a pro¬ 
longed trickle from the gar¬ 
den hose. 

Harking back to the unin¬ 
spiring chore of removing the 
spent blossoms, keep a sharp 
eye open for any leaves which 
may be stippled with light 
green dots, or with the under¬ 
sides spotted with dark, resin¬ 
ous material. If you run 
across these, symptoms, you 
may have a major battle on 
your hands. 

This is the work of a pretty 
little creature known as the 
Rhododendron Lace Bug, only 
one-eighth of an inch long and 
dainty in appearance, but a 
deadly enemy of the rhodo¬ 
dendron and azalea. 

A systemic insecticide such 
as Cygon 2-E is about as good 
as anything you could use; 
apply every two weeks after 
blossoming until no further 
spread of the trouble can be 
detected.

WASHINGTON — Six 

months ago all N the political 
experts predicted that the 
Democratic convention held 
in New York In July would be 
a bloody bullfight and one of 
the most exciting events in 
presidential nominating histo¬ 
ry. At the same time we were 
told the Republican conven¬ 
tion held in Kansas City in 
August would be one big yawn 
as the Republicans went 
through the boring process of 
nominating their incumbent 
president, Gerald Ford.

“Design” it a word most 
people still associate with the 
way their living room looks, 
when actually it is at the 
heart qf the whole tech¬ 
nological process. It is not 
"arty," but the most practical 
of professions. 

I thought of this when the 
hospital provided me with a 
sling for my arm after it was 
taken out of the cast. A pretty 
robdn’s-egg blue, With snappy 
white straps, iy was almost 
entirely usetesjl as a func¬ 
tional aid: it failed to support 
( the elbow properly, needing « 
safety pin at the bend, nor 
could it be put on or taken off 
using the other hand alone. 

After a week, I located on 
my own another sling that 
was adequately designed tor 
its purpose; but wouldn't one 
imagine that the orthopedic 
department of one of the na¬ 


tion’s leading hospitals would 
have the best sling? Not by 
any means, if we are to be¬ 
lieve Victor Papanek, Dean of 
the School of Design at the 
California Institute of the 
Arts, and author of the stimu¬ 
lating and irreverent book. 
Design tor the Real World 
(Bantam. $2.95). 

Everyone knows, of course, 
that the standard typewriter 
keyboard is inefficient tor 
right-handed fingerwork, and 
has remained so .for /decades. 
Furniture design for the old 
or infirm has lagged far be¬ 
hind modem needs: the wait¬ 
ing room in the clinic I at¬ 
tended had chairs that were 
extremely difficult for pa¬ 
tients to sit in and get out of. 

Such people also often need 
walking aids; Papanek insists 
that “all walkers available at 
present are dangerous, un¬ 


wieldy and expensive/’ insist¬ 
ing that “any compassionate 
and well-trained fourth-year 
design student could design a 
better walker than any now 
available, in less than an 
hour.” 

More shockingly. Papanek 
testifies in his book that even 
many so-called “safety de¬ 
vices" are themselves unsafe 
in terms of design — among 
them goggles, helmets, ear 
protectors and smog masks. 
“The Natio nal Ski Patrol uses 
■even different ski rescue 
sleds,” he points out. “and 
none of them are really safe.” 

All farm machinery and 
farm implements are unsafe, 
according to him. So are 
truck drivers’ cabs, hydraulic 
dollies and school buses. Iron¬ 
ically, he adds that “there is 
no well-designed first-aid kit 
on the market.” If these ac¬ 


cusations are false, they 
should be repudiated by the 
manufacturers; if true, we 
need something approachinbg 

design revolution here and 
now. 

(Bearing out Papanek’* 
charges,-within the last few 
months, two types of babies’ 
teething-rings have been with¬ 
drawn from the market, after 
several cases of babies swal- g 
lowing the stems and choking 
to death on them ) 

It is a fierce, opinionated, 
and- abrasive book he has 
written, but. only such men 
write such books and stir us 
out of our complacency and 
inertia. If it is wrong-headed, 
it will soon be fn-gotten; if 
prophetic, it will be used for 
years to come as a yardstick 
for designing a real world 
where simplicity, safety and 
utility are not subordinated to 
slogans.

Clark talks energy with Ford 

Canada comes first 


_ WASHINGTON (CP) — 
Progressive Conservative 
Leader Joe Clark told Pres¬ 
ident Ford Tuesday that any 
Canadian government would 
have to fallow a “Canada 
first” policy on energy ques¬ 
tions. 

Completing what he called 
“a full, ..informative, satisfy¬ 
ing two days of visits in 
Washington.” Clark said he 
told Ford there was no ‘fun¬ 
damental .difference in think¬ 
ing between the two major 
parties in Canada” on this 
issue. 

“Any government would 
have to follow a policy which 
gave primacy to serving Ca¬ 
nadian needs,” Clark said. 


The opposition leader, who 
wound up his visit with a 
news conference at the Cana¬ 
dian embassy, said, however, 
t h a t the proposed national¬ 
ization of the potash industry 
by Saskatchewan was causing 
worry in the U.S. 

”J would judge it. has ac- 
q u i r e d # symbolic signifi¬ 
cance that is of some concern 
to the general question of 
Canada - U.S. relations,’' he 
said. 

Earlier Tuesday, at a meet¬ 
ing with a group of Republi¬ 
can congressmen. Clark said 
he dnr nbt Ififhk tthe Canadi¬ 
an government should inter¬ 
fere in the potash issue and 
said it should be seen as an 
aberration rather than a 


hallmark of Canadian policy.” 

The opposition leader said 
the visit, his first to a foreign 
capital since becoming party 
chief less than six months 
ago, was to establish first¬ 
hand, face-to-face acquaint¬ 
ance with members of the 
Senate, the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives and the administra¬ 
tion with whom he would have 
to work whenever he formed 
a government in Canada. 

In addition to Ford and the 
Republican congressmen, he 
met Democratic Senators Hu¬ 
bert Humphrey and Adlai Ste¬

He said he assured Ameri¬ 
cans he met that Canada's 
parliamentary disagreement 
over purchase of the Lock¬ 
heed longrange patrol plane 
involved finances and d i d 
not indicate a lessening of 
Canada's NATO commitment. 

“We made it clear that, as 
the chief opposition, we felt

WHEREAS the Regional Board of the Capital Regional District is 
empowered to exercise, with respect to that part of tha Regional 
District not within tha boundaries of a city, district, town or villaga 
municipality, tha powers of a municipal council sat out in clauses (g) 
and (h) of Section 870 of tho "Municipal Act"; 

NOW THEREFORE the Board of tho Capital Regional District in 
open meeting assembled enacts as follows: 

1 Definitions 

in this By-law. unless the «m!«xt otherwise reqyirfl, 

"District" means all that portion of the Capital Regional District 
not contained within the boundaries of a city, town, district or vil¬ 
lage municipality: 

"Person" shall when necessary mean and include natural parsons 
of either sex, associations, partnerships and corporations whether 
acting by themselves or by their servants, agents or employees, 
and their heirs, executors, administrators, successors and assigns 
or other legal representatives. 

2. No owner or occupier of real property shall allow tha said real 
property to become untidy or unsightly.

Dirty ticks threaten company

There were plenty of ticks 
— but no bomb. 

The latest twist in the Cur¬ 
rent rash of letter bombs in 
the U.S. was a letter received 
by a Denver insurance com- 
pany, containing insects 
which, a message stated were 
infected with numerous dis¬ 
eases. 

Police scientists were study¬ 
ing* the ticks Tuesday after 
the letter was handed over to 


authorities by Maurice Bil¬ 
lion, district administrator for 
the Combined Insurance Co., 
df America. 

“We thought it was one of 
those bomb letters.” said Bil¬ 
lion. “And so we called in the 
FBI and the Denver bomb 
squad. 

“Since we handled the* letter 
* in the office, we went down to 
police headquarters to be fin¬ 
gerprinted today and that’s 
when one of the* FBI men 
found one of the ticks.” 


The letter said many of the 
ticks “are quite small, barely 
visible to the eye. You may 
assume* you did not see all of 
them making their exit from 
this ertvelope.” 

It stated that the ticks were 
infected with diseases ranging 
from “simple staph type in¬ 
fections up to, and including 
rabies.” 

The insurance company’s 
office in Worthington, Ohio, is 
one of more than a dozen 
firms which have received let¬ 


ter bombs in thei last 48 hours. 

FBI director Clarence Kel¬ 
ley said Tuesday in Washing¬ 
ton that they were on a list of 
about 200 corporations which 
have received extortion de¬ 
mands for “millions of dol¬ 
lars” since last fall. 

Kelley said the FBI has 
launched a nationwide “high 
priority” investigation into 
the source of the bombs, in¬ 
cluding one which injured 
four persons in New YdrIP 
Monday, in the hope of stop¬ 


ping “what-could be a very i 
bad and fearful situation.” 

The letters included pho¬ 
tographs of individual cor¬ 
poration executives marked 
as targets. 

Most of the extortion de¬ 
mands and letter bombs have 
been postmarked either from 
Atlanta, Tbx., or Texarkana, 
Tex. Kelley said. 

Displaying a replica of one 
of the letters, he said the ex¬ 
plosives appeared to be “low 
order in nature.”

H<*vover, he said the chan¬ 
nel has been landscaped as 
private property and is not 
recognizable as public access. 

Croft contends that every 
spring, just before the swim¬ 
ming season begins, the “pub¬ 
lic access” sign disappears 
from the site. 

Croft also said thal in an-, 
other, instance, about 600 feel 
of heach property was being 
used as a private garden at 
Departure* Bay.

Yankees and Orioles swap 


CHICAGO (AP) — Bal¬ 
timore Orioles and New York 
Yankees completed a nine- 
player American League 
baseball trade early today,

Rudi; Blue* and Fingers 
were among the Athletics who 
appeared set on playing out 
their options, and it would 
have occasioned only mild 
surprise if they had been 
traded. But their sale for cash 
was an unexpected develop¬ 
ment certain to bring reper¬ 
cussions. 

The first came from pres¬ 
ident Calvin Griffiths of the 


Minnesota Twins', who called 
the sales “a dark day for 
baseball.” 

"I think it is a terrible thing 
when two chibs go out there 
and start bidding to see who 
can buy a championship 
team,” Griffiths said. 

“I think this shows what the 
owners have been saying 
about the wealthy clubs get¬ 
ting the top players is true. It 
shnwE just how necessary a 
reserve system is if we aixi 
going to have fair competi¬ 
tion.” 

Griffiths is doubly worried 
because seven of the Twins 
are unsigned and apparently 
prepared to play out their op¬ 
tions and become free agents. 

The sale of Rudi and 
Fingers was announced in 
Oakland by Carl Finley, pub¬ 


lic relations di roc tor for the 
Athletics. In Chicago, the 
club owner said then that 
“the night’s not over,” and 
then announced a few minutes 
later that Blue had been sold 
to tho Yankeees. 

“I’m very disappointed over 
having to do w-hat I did, "the 
club owner said. “It was a 
difficult decision, but I made 
every effort to sign them. 
Whqp it got down to the last 
day (Tuesday was the dead¬ 
line for sales and trades) I 
had no alternative.” 

Blue, reported to have com¬ 
pleted a three-year deal with 
the Yankees before the trade 
was announced, is a 27-year- 
old lefthander in his sixth full 
major-league season. He won 
24 grmes In 1974, 20 in 1973, 
had a 22-11 record last season 


and has a 92-54 major-league 
slate, starting this season. 

Fingers, relief ace of the 
Oakland club since it started 
ruling the roost in die Ameri¬ 
can League West, will be 30 in 
August. He holds a world- 
series record with six saves, 
has appeared in 432 games, 75 
of them last season, when the 
season began, and his 10-6 
record last season gave him a 
54-50 career count in the 
majors. 

Rudi, one of the best defen¬ 
sive left fielders in either 
league, played one season at 
first-base for the Athletics. 
He’ll be 30 in September, bat¬ 
ted .278 and hit 21 homes runs 
last season, and started the 
season with- -a .276 lifetime 


average. A righthanded hit¬ 
ter, he figures to be a real 
threat in Boston’s Fenway 
Park, where the* left-field foul 
line is only 315 feet from 
home plate. 

Finley’s latest finagling 
almost certainly leaves the 
Western Division race to 
Kansas City Royals and 


Texas Rangers and puts an 
Oakland tinge on the Eastern 
Division race with the leading 
Yankees counting on Hunter 
and Blue, the Red Sox bol¬ 
stered by Rudi and Fingers 
and the Orioles hoping that 
Jackson and Holtzman can 
bring them back into conten¬ 
tion.

The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s 10-aircraft air fleet 
doesn’t "bpdrate at peak ef¬ 
ficiency, according to com¬ 
mercial airline pilot Stephen 
Rogers. 

Rogers, Social Credit MLA 
for Vancouver South, led the 
questioning of government air 
service officials when they ap¬ 
peared before the Public Ac¬ 
counts Committee Tuesday 
morning. 

After the meeting, Rogers 
said he wouldn’t go so far as 
to advocate that the govern¬ 
ment air fleet be scrapped, 
but added, “I just don’t think 
it’s being run very efficiently. 
Commercial pilots fly 75 
hours a month, the transport 
ministry says pilots can’t fly 
more than 125 hours a month, 
but the B.C. government 
pilots are only flying 35 hours 
a month. 

‘‘There is quite a disparity 
there and, I would suggest, 
low utilization of pilot time.” 

Rogers said he felt 50 to 55 
hours a month flying time far 
ea-ch pilot would indicate bet¬ 
ter utilization., 

“We don’t need to scrap the 
service, but we do need to 
make it more efficient,” 
Rogers said. “I’m sure if we 
put the service out for tender 
we’d get some interesting 
bids.” 

Rogers also questioned the 
need for the government to 
own three jet aircraft. 

“MacMillan-Bloedel don’t 
have a jet and they are a big 
corporation,” Rogers said. 
“We have three. I’d really 
like to know' why we need 
them, where they go and 
whom they fly.” 

Government pilots are paid 
an average of 522,000 to 
524,000 a year. 

Sam Bawlf (SC—Victoria) 
also suggested there could be 
greater efficiency in the ser- 
—v ice by maintaining a tight er 
review of those using the gov¬ 
ernment fleet and their rea¬ 
sons for doing so. 

Bawlf said that while the 
annual budget of 51-6 million 
for this year’s operation was 
small compared with others, 
“a bite of million here and a 
bite of a million there and 
we’re soon letting millions 
slide by without adequate ac¬ 
counting.”

Curtis gave a simplq an¬ 
swer, the answer used by all 
cabinet ministers wtten they 
are not able or ready to an¬ 
swer questions. “I’ll take the 
question as notice.” In 
Jaimeas, Curtis added: “A 
lull report on the Mount Ste¬ 
phen issue is now beng pre¬ 
pared, in fact it’s in draft 
form now, and I will be mak¬ 
ing a statement in the house 
within two or three days.” 

Barber, who even as a rook¬

Dirty ticks threaten company

There were plenty of ticks 
but no bomb. 

The latest twist in the cur¬ 
rent rash of letter bombs in 
the U.S. was a letter received 
by a Denver insurance com- 
p a n y , containing insects 
which, a message stated, were 
infected with numerous dis¬ 
ease^. 

Poltce scientists were study¬ 
ing the ticks Tuesday after 
the letter was handed over to 


authorities by Maurice Bil¬ 
lion, district administrator for 
the' Combined Insurance Co., 
of America. 

“We thought it was one of 
those bomb letters,” said Bil¬ 
lion. “And so we called in the 
FBI and the Denver bomb 
squad. 

“Since we handled the* letter 
in the office, we went down to 
police headquarters to be fin¬ 
gerprinted today and that’s 
when one of the FBI men 
found one of the ticks." 


The letter said many of the 
ticks “are quite small, barely 
visible to the eye. You may 
assume* you did not see all of 
them making their exit from , 
this envelope.” 

It stated that the ticks were 
infected’ with diseases ranging 
from “simple staph type in¬ 
fections up to, and including 
rabies.” 

The insurance company's 
office in Worthington, Ohio, is 
one of more than a dozen 
firms w-hlch have received let¬ 


ter bombs in tho last 48 hours. 

FBI director Clarence Kel¬ 
ley said Tuesday in Washing¬ 
ton that they were on a list of 
about 200 corporations which 
have received extortion de¬ 
mands for “millions of dol¬ 
lars” sipetj last fall. 

Kelley said the FBI has 
launched a nationwide “high 
priority” investigation into 
the source of the bom$>s, in¬ 
cluding one which injured

British Columbia refuses to 
help farmers "keep the 
money in the family” this 
year. 

Allocating more than 
$650,000 for the third summer 
to get students onto B.C. 
farms, the provincial labor 
department has added one re¬ 
striction to the program. 

That restriction — forbid¬ 
ding farmers to hire their own 
student sons and daughters 
and recover half the worker's 
wages from the government 
brought some angry re-

aponses from family, farrr\s 
but sets the record clear on 
the program’s intenl. 

That intent is .job creation 
for employment-hungry stu¬ 
dents. 

Victoria spokesman Frieda 
Ixickhart said Tuesday a 
large number of last year’s 
1,115 students hired were im¬ 
mediate family members in 
jobs that would have exisled 
anyway. 

"A lot of the tanners don’t 
have much money, and they 
wanted to keep it in the fami¬ 


ly. But there was no guaran¬ 
tee the money was actually 
going to the child, and no 
guarantee the child actually 
earned that money." 

The students only harm 
their future job chances by 
limiting theif experience to 
their home farm, too, she 
said. 

Subsidization is not the 
point of the scheme which is 
also extended to small bu¬ 
sinesses around the province. 

"This program is not in¬ 
tended as a farm suhsidy or 


income assurance program, 
co-ordinator Janice Cooper 
told a Richmond family ob¬ 
jecting to the new rule. 

That family was among 
those who phoned or wrote 
the department calling the re¬ 
cently-announced restriction a 
setback to the family farm 
concept. 

Sidney horticulturist Konrad 
Welle likes the program that 
pays up to $1.75 an hour for 
the two students he has hired 
this year. 


Welle is one of 23 farmers 
in the Victoria area approved 
for student hirings this year: 
26 in the area were approved 
last year. 

The more non-farmers in¬ 
troduced to the business of 
agriculture the better, he 
said. 

Popularization of the reali¬ 
ties of farm life help get rid 
of the general public’s atti¬ 
tude that farmers do little 
work and gel a lot of fresh 
air, he said. 


Okanagan /aimer Jody 
Sigal doesn’t object to the 
program's new restriction but 
says the labor department 
should make it clear why 
some farms are accepted and 
others aren’t. 

She and others who applied 
were turned down without ex¬ 
planation. which was a disap¬ 
pointment for her and her 
husband in their first year of 
farming in B.C.

"However, surely all 
members of this house would 
agree that to sell it at far less 
than the present market value 
would confer an enormous 
windfall profit to the new 
owners. And we are not pre¬ 
pared to do that." 

Curtis added that any reve¬ 
nue generated from the sale 
wnould "not go to consolidated 
revenue but into the depart¬ 
ment of housing revolving 
fund to provide more housing 
in the* city of Victoria and 
elsewhere in British Colum¬ 
bia." 

The minister also staled i 
that at least two city aider- 
men Alfred Hood and Mur¬ 
ray Glazier - had been in-' 
volved in recent months in 
discussions on the future of 
the Mount Stephen property. 

"I understand that it was 
gene^lly agree d nt o n e-tne et -^r 
ing with the city that in order 
to avoid windfall profits the 
province would have to sell 
the land at close to market 
value." he said. # 

Curtis said it was regretta¬ 
ble that the controversy on 
the property had gone on so 
long, and firmly blamed the 
Mount Stephen Co-op group 
and its refusal to, meet Cen¬ 
tral Mortgage arid - Housing 
Corp. density standards as the 
main cause. 

He said he was sure the 
former NDP housing minister 
Lome Nieolson would under¬ 
stand his feelings because he 
had wrestled with the Mount 
Stephen group tor "far longer 
than I.” 

Nieolson. outside the house, 
had some advice for Curtis. 

He suggested the housing 
department move ahead with 
(he proposed housing project 
"with another group if Mount 
Stephen can’t cofne up with a 
sensible* proposal" or sell Ihe 
land back to the city for 
$200,000 plus 10 per cenl inter¬ 
est. 

During his statement in the 
house. Curtis suggested, the 
Mount Stephen group would 
have to change its tactics 
drastically if it wished to pro- 
_ceed-with the development. 

„"This particular co-opera¬ 
tive group has applied pres¬ 
sure tactics on the depart¬ 
ment Of housing' through two 
ministers, two governments. 
And I am. not prepared to let 
the department continue to he 
exposed to this type of harass¬ 
ment ’’
